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But a few years ago, and a different state 
of things existed. As the earthquake with 
a tremendous shock deforms the beauty of 
the land, so revolution destroys the symmetry 
and charms of society—and makes nature 
hideous. 

Before the Greek revolution, the inhabi- 
tants of the Morea eojoyed as many Ccom- 
forts and as much happiness, as a people un- 
der the entire dominion of otbers could. 
’Tis true they bad few or no liberties or 
privileges, yet as long as they committed 
nothing which by the jealousy of the Turks 
could be construed into rebellion, they were 
allowed to rest in the quiet eojoyment of 
their property. As the ox, wheo be patient- 
ly Hears the yoke, has an immunity from the 
ee of his driver and even fattens in his 

ndage,so the Greek who seemed not to 
feel the load of slavery—was permitted to 
become even wealthy. Yetstill he was a 
degraded being. The guif between him 
and the favored Mahometan. was tremen- 
dous. Wealth could with difficulty be re- 
tained; ambition was fatal, and the Greek 
counted himself happy if he lived and died 
undisturbed, even if his name was unkoown 
beyond the confines of his little farm.— 
Here and there some one enjoyed a kind of 
distinction—the consequence of superior 
talents and education, but his elevation was 
daogerous and uneovied 

Constantine wasa Greek who by the in- 
dustry of his fathers had been left in com- 
parative wealth, and for a long time he was 
permitted to enjoy it in security. When 
young he was the object of his father’s fond- 
est solicitude, the parent thought he discov- 
ered the marks of future greatness ia his 
son, and determined that bis mind should 
be suitably cultivated. From a poor but 
learued priest who resided constantly in the 
house of his father, Constantine learned as 
much as prepared him for admission into 
an Italian University, whither he was sent 
as soon as he was of proper age. 

His father’s wealth enabled Lim to expend 
whatever was necessary for the advantage 
of his son, and whoever saw the one easily 
forgave the too parental pride of the other. 
The boy early showed all that shrewdness for 
which his countrymen were so remarkable 
in other times, and all the blood would mount 
into his face and he would burn with indig- 
pation, when he saw orbeard of ao instance 
of Turkish tyranny. 

After a few years epent in the acquisition 
of science and knowledge, Constantine re- 
turned to the home ef his tather. He pos- 
sessed adegree of manly beauty remarka- 
ble even among bis countrymen, and the 
father Basil was delighted te sc@ the great 
improvement that had taken place in his 
mind, and asecret pride told bim he had 
laid its foundation. The good old precep- 
tor and Constantine became of course, inti- 
mate companions. For hours and eveo days 
they would roam over their romantic coun- 
try, at one while cootemplating its beauties, 
aod sighing that it was enslaved, at another 
discussing various subjects of knowledge, 
and mutual pleasure and instruction were 
the result. At such times father Basil felt 
bis soul expanded, and he would discourse to 
hs admiring pupil with a grace and elo- 
quence wortby of a philosopher of the Por- 
tico or Academy. His spirits ruse with the 
influence of the scenes around. Each one 
recalled some classick recollection, and 
while discoursing of old Greece they could 
not deem themselves slaves. Basil would 
expatiate on the charms of freedom, and 
pourtray the injustice and oppression of their 
rulers, ti!) ke almost wound up the indignant 
feeling of Constantine to the pitchof frenzy. 
* By heavea”’ cried Constantine, ‘the domin- 
ion of those proud Mabometans, who lord it 
over us witha rod of iron, and are them- 
selves the veriest abject minions of servitude, 
shall last no longer. I will live to drive 
back those Asiatic intruders to the place 
whence they came as dil our fathers, their 
ancestors, or if I do not lead my country- 
men to victory and freedom, I will like Le- 
onidas, stand in the pass, that leads to their 
liberties and block it up with my body.” 
“My dear boy” would father Basil answer, 
‘“t’was for that I have tutoredlyou. Oh Con- 
stantine, let not my hopes be blasted. Let 
not that seed I have sown and cultivated 
with so much care, be blighted when its 
fruit is nearly ripened. Could I but live to 


see you, a master spirit guiding and direct- | 


ing your countrymen throughout the storm 
of revolution, 1 sheuld die satisfied, the only 
object for which I live, being then accom- 
plished. A Plutarch was proud of the tal- 
ents and eminence of a Trajan, though that 
Trajan was the master of a world of slaves; 
with how much more propriety might pot I 
glory in him to whom a nation owes its eman- 
Cipation!” 

The father of Constantine died, leaving 
his son in possession of his property. By 
the Greeks he was regarded as a superior, 
the independent cast of his mind caused 
him to speak with freedom on every subject. 
His tongue was eloquent in represen/ing to 
his country mentheir degraded condition, 
and he would contrast their present situa- 
tion with what their ancestors once were in 
former times. He would glory in telling of 
that renown which filled the whole earth. 
No wonder that Constantine was both admi- 
red and hated. In every instance of op- 
pression the neighbouring Greeks called on 
him to use his influence in obtaining redress. 
His mediation was not always ineffectual. 
The dread with which he was viewed ren- 
dered it hazardous to refuse him justice.— 
But the Pacha had long wished for some pre- 
text to rid himself of this dangerous man, 
and one was not wanting. The collectors 
of the taxes or impositions at all times op- 
pressive, had proved particularly so on a 
Greek, a neighbor of Constantine.

reduced to poverty. He came and begged 
the interference of our hero, who imme- 
diately undertook the dangerous, tho’ to 
him agreeable task. He remonstrated with 
the Pacha, showed the cruelty of the deed 
and requested reparation. The Pacha 
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ordered him to leave his pretence. The 
spiritof Constantine was roused, he told the 
acha of all bis numerous acts of oppression 
for which vengeance would sovn ve had, and 
when he heard his name and nation spoken 
of contemptuously, he dared to beard the 
Mussulman in his own hall. Before the in- 
sult could be avenged our hero was mounted 
and off but the Pacha vowed that very 
night should witness the ruin and extermi- 
nation of the family of Constantive. Ac- 
cordingly, in the silence of midnight the 
house of our hero was surrounded by the 
Pacha’s guards, but its owner was prepared. 
Constantine bad suspected the Pacha’s in- 
tentions, and with the assistance of a few 
friends and neighbors, was resolved to detead 
his house to the last. When the onset was 
made it was received with spirit, and it was 
soon perceived that the eccomplishment of 
the object would be no easy matter. Force 
was found to be of oo avail; the house was 
set on fire, but yet its iamates could not be 
expelled.

They dragged ter forth, and 
Constantine knew vot that defince was lon- 
ger useless, till his aged friesd Basil had 
fallen by lisside,and besaw,by heligit ofthe 
towering flames, the partoerof bis bosom 
with bis infant children is the power of his 
enemies. He beard a loud loag shriek, aod 
with glazed eyes veheld a soldier pluoge his 
dagger into her bosom, while two of his 
comrades with the butts of their muskets 
dashed out the brains of his children. 

The greatness of his calamities stupified 
him, and t’was oot till his neighbours whis- 
pered revenge in his ear that Le consented 
to live. His eldest boy Anastasius had con- 
tinued at his side during the conflict, and 
Constantine snatched him up in bis arme— 
and together with his friends, iorced bis way 
to the neighboring hills. 

The morning after his ruin, Constantine, 
from the top ofa friendly mountain, surveyed 
his home, on which the last evening's sun had 
setin peace and happiness, and when he con- 
trasted the picture of yesterday—with that 
of to day, he could scarce cvvtain himself. 
The fields that then nodded with plaety were 
now black and smoking, the scal'ered stones 
but seemed to indicate the place where 
once stvod his house, sed of a! hie somer- 
ous flocks, not a living thing could be dis- 
covered. The sad conviction thathe was a 
ruined man then burst upon him; he shook 
with passion, and turning to his boy Anas- 
tasius, like Hamilcar, made him swear nev- 
er dying hatred to his enemies. 

Constantine was pow compelled to become 
a mountain klefti or robber. The name is 
harsh, yet many who are now conspicuous 
in the Greek revolution were driven to the 
same lawless life, by Mabometas oppression. 
Our hero earned a precarious livelihood, 
and endeavored to satisfy his revenge, by 
making incursions into the territory of the 
Pacha who brought him to run. He gath- 
ered rouad him a uumber of meu who were 
like bim, forced to lead a lawless life. On 
the suiiimit of one of the mountains of Ar- 
cadia, he fixed his bold. The pass thet led 
to it was difficult, and the asceat was knowa 
but to a few. Here Constaotine and his 
troop breathed the gratefui air of freedom. 
The sameness of their lives was varied by 
occasional decent into the level country, 
aod by their daring feats they made the Pa- 
cha even tremble. Often and often did he 
regret that he had created an enemy so for- 
midable. He wished that he bad permitted 
him to rest in quiet, since it would have 
been far better to have borne with his inde- 
peodent spirit than to buve driven him to 
the exercise of these powers, which made 
him so terrible. The repeated injuries 
which he received, at length made the Pa- 
cha resolve to crush at once that power 
which gave them.

The cavalcade was closed by another body 
of cavalry. The consequence of all this 
was that the foe was apprised. Several of 
Constantine’s numerous friends warned him, 
and he was ready. 
were prepared in every respect, and thea 
briefly informed them what they were to 
expect. ‘My friends,” said he, “I am now 
about to obtain that revenge which has 
been so long denied me. The man whom 
I rd as my werst evemy approaches 
with his slaves, to extinguish with my life, 
the name of my family from the earth, 
shall he accomplish his object!” “Never,” 
was the i resp “Now,” cried 
Constantine, “do I feel the spirit of my fa- 
thers rising within me. My murdered family 
called on beaven for vengeance, and till now 
I had almost thought they called in vain.

the former, after making every necessary and 
prudent disposition retired to bis tent, then to 
revolve the probable event of his enterprise. 
A failure would certainly bring on him dis- 
grace, and perhaps cost him his head, and 
be knew enough of Constantine to be well 
aware that its accomplishment would be by 
no means easy. He listened to those around, 
and affected to believe with them, that Con- 
stantine in despair had dispersed his band, 
and wandered far away, but Ae knew that he 
was even now like the tiger, crouching io 
wait, for bis prey, and with eager glaring 
eyes watching its every movement. 

When Constantine saw the Pacha en- 
camp, he immediately determined upon a 
midnight assault. He noted bis dispositions, 
and as might be expected carefully recollec- 
ted every approach to the Pavilion of the 
Pacha.

The soldiers of the Pa- 
cha sprang up but the Greeks were upon 
them, and not Beene where to strike, they, 
were of more injury to themse!ves than their 
enemies. Crowds on crowds were heaped to 
gether, some cursing—some calling on God, 
and the ten ey Ibag out commands, 
while the blaze of the Gréek muskets in one 
part,served toshow the flashing sabres of their 
comrades in another. When the muskets 
ceased but a moment, the neighing of the 
horses was beard loud and wild—some had 
broken from their pickets on the first alarm, 
and were now running, rearing and plun- 
ging in every direction, and others frantick 
with wounds were trampling every thing un- 
der foot that came in their way. 

Constantine was the first to enter the Tur- 
kish encampment. He left the care of dis- 
turbing the slumbers of the Musselmen with 
the ery of death, to his Lieutenant, while 
he himself bastened forward to the tent of 
the Pacha. He arrived at the door, the 
moment the horrid din commenced. The

institution was @a Thursday at the 
City Hotel ima that augurs well for 
its futere prosperity amd wsefalness. The larce 
room in the Hotel was crowded to overflowing, 
and an interest seemed to pervad+ the assem- 
bly which we have rarely witnessed any 
where. The exercises commenced by reading 
a chapter from Isiah. A number of congret- 
ulatory letters, among which was one from his 


excellency the Premdent of the United States, | 


were then commonicated. An excellent ad- 
dress was next delivered by the venerable 
President, Col. Richard Varick. The anneal 
report of the seciety disclosed a great many 
cheerng facts. We bave not sufficient space, 
however, to give a full statement of all we 
were able to collect—a few of the principal 
items Mast suMice. During the pact year 
life directors and 123 life members have been 
added to the Society. Within the same pe- 
riod 53 new auxiliary societies have been orga- 
nized. Thereceipts amount to $75,879—more 
than $10,000 above the receipt: of last year. 
The expenditures of the Society have ‘been 
$85,255 daring the same time. The nomber 
of books issued has been upwards of 150,000— 
nearly twice as many as were issued in the for- 
mer year.
